for Marshall Plan 


in Approval Battle 


Sharp Attacks From B:>th 


Sides Forecast Hard 


Fight in Congress 


Washington, Dec. 20—(AP) — 


Sharp attacks from both Repub 
lican and Democratic ranks to 
day forecast rough going for the 
four-year $17,000,000,000 Marshal 
plan when congress comes back to 
work Jan. 6. 


Republican leaders — excluding 


Senator Va-idenberg of Michigan 
—apparently vveie lining up be- 
hind a proposal by Senator Taft 
(R-Ohio) that any formal pledge 
of European aid be limited to one 
year. 


Taft wants congress to review 


the program annually and decide 
whether it' should be continued 
This found favor with at least one 
Democrat, Senator Edwin C. John- 
son of Colorado, who told a re- 
porter: 


"I am opposed to this congress 


committing future congresses. 1 
doubt very much that we have 
enough surplus food supplies to 
permit us safely to export more 
than half of ihe amount the presi- 
dent requested during the next 15 
months." 


Amount of Aid in Doubt 


_ President Truman asked for a 
$6,800,000,000 outlay in the 15 
months beginning April 1, when 
stop-gap relief for France, Italy 
and Austria will end. 


Congress provided $522,000,000 


to send food, fuel and fertilizer to 
those nations in legislation ap- 
proved just before the end of the 
special session last night. 


Approval of this measure, gen- 


erally accepted as the forerunner 
of the Marshall j>lan, indicated 
that eventually the" lawmakers 
,will agree to furnish some form of 
economic aid to the 16 non-Com- 
munist nations of western Europe 


But the amount and the me- 


thods remain in doubt. 


Might Shorten to 1 Year 


There was some indication, for 


Instance, that the administration 
might "be willing to retreat from 
the president's 
request for ap- 


•.yplazk, covering the full 


•four years. 


Senator Hatch (D-NM),_a close 


personal friend of Mr. Truman 
and a. strong supporter of the pro- 
gram, told a reporter that if a 
one-year commitment is the price 
for getting the economic aid un- 
derway, he would be willing to go 
along. 


"I don't think it means too 


much whether we say we will have 
a four-year program' or say that 
we will have a one-year program 
end ttien review the situation to 
decide our future course," the 
New Mexico senator said. 


"Once embarked on the pro- 


gram, no congress will be willing 
to turn back from it." 


But Rep. Arends (R-IH). House 


Republican whip, said he hopes 
the program can be "shortened." 


Yandenberg is Silent 


Senator Kern (R-Mo) said flat- 


ly that "I shall be unable to follow 
the president further in this ven- 
ture." 


Senator Smith (ROCJ), who sup- 


ports the principle of the Mar- 
shall plan, said he doesn't want to 
hold out the 517.000.000,00 figure 
as a pledge to Europe. 


Senator Vandenterg (R-Mich),

Washington, Dec. 20—(AP)— 


Secretary of State Marshall today 
handed America the job of helping 
western Europe reach the high 
level of economic recovery which 
he said is probably* the only way 
to force a lasting peace on hostile 
Russia. 


In a sober report on the failure 


of the London foreign ministers' 
conference, Mai-shall said there is 
a direct relation between Russia's 
"frustration tactics" in London 
and her "fiank declaration of hos- 
tility" to the $17,000,000,000 Eur- 
opean aid plan bearing his name. 


If the Marshall plan Aicceeds, 


he said, it will fill 
a 
"political 


vacuum" created by the war and 
result in "forms of government 
which guarantee 
true 
freedom, 


opportunity to the individual, and 
protection against the terror of 
governmental tyranny." 


Blames Molotov for Failure 
Communist leaders "openly pre- 


dict that this restoration will not 
:ake place," the secretary said in 
his radio address last inght, and 
added' 


"Until the result of this struggle 


becomes clearly apparent, there 
.vill continue to be a very real 
difficulty to rasolve even on paper 
agreed terms for a treaty of 
peace." 


Marshall spoke from his State 


department office only a few hours 
fter his return from London, and 


shortly after President Truman 
had presented the Mashall plan 
o congress.

He served overseas 
in both world wars, as a sergeant 
in the first and a major in the 
second.

Both are accused of telling a 


false story to the senate war in- 
vestigating committee in its in- 
quiry into Meyers' private busi- 
ness deals while he was deputy 
wartime purchasing chief for the 
Air Forces. 


The perjury counts a federal 


grand jury voted against Myers 
yesterday charge that he falsely 
denied to the senate committee 
(1) that he had a financial in- 
terest in a Dayton, O., plane parts 
firm, 
(2) 
that 
the 
company 


bought him a new Cadillac auto- 
mobile, and (3) that the firm 
paid $10,000 to redecorate his 
Washington apartment. 


In addition, Meyers was charg- 


ed with inducing Lamarre to tes- 
tify falsely to the senate commit- 
tee on all three points. 


Admitted Faking Story 
' 


Lamarre told the senate com- 


mittee later!-that his first story 
was faked! <He then proceeded 
to become 
a 
v> principal witness 


against Meyers. 


The 35-year-old Lamarre was 


president of the Aviation Electric 
Co., of Dayton. But he said the 
firm was actually owned by Mey- 
ers and the general made him 
kick back all but about $50 a 
week of his $18,000 annual salary. 


Commenting on the Indictment 


last night at his home in Hunt- 
ington, N. Y., Meyers said he had 
no statement to make "other than 
to say what I've said repeatedly 
—that I welcome any trial before 
any tribunal which will give me 
the right to cross-examine wit- 
neses and to call witnesses on my 
ow nbehalf." 


George Morris Fay, U. S. at- 


torney here, asked Federal courts 
to set $2,000 bond for Meyers In 
New York and $1,000 bond for 
Lamarre at Dayton, to guaran- 
tee their appearance here Janu- 
ary 7. Fay said the trial prob- 
ably will start in mid-February.

increase leases may be negotiat- 
ed, and Leap Year day, Feb. 29, 
1948, 
marking 
the end o£ the 


present federal rent law, are fast- 
approaching dates of significance 
to tenants and to landlords, Philip 
O. Driscoll, area rent director, 
stated today. 


In addition to marking the end 


of the lease-making period, Jan. 
I will also see the beginning of 
de-control for all rental proper- 
ties that are under rent-increase 
leases, he said. 


"The end of rent control really 


comes two months early for ten- 
ants under rent-increase leases, 
Driscoll reminded citizens. 


"From Jan. 1 on, only the terms 


of the lease will govern such 
rentals. There is no recourse to 
the rent office, starting then, on 
places where renters by lease are 
guaranteed housing at least until 
Dec. 31, 1948." 


He emphasized 
that 
federal 


rent control continues in effect 
through January and February 
for all rentals that are not under 
rent-raising leases. The rent of- 
fice will continue during those 
two months to receive tenant com-

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With 110 years of housing travelers and resident 


guests behind it, Dixon's HotelNachusa, shown above 
as it is today, is one.of the historic landmarks of this 
area. Built in 1837 the hotel, was remodeled in 1867 
when,the fourth story and mansard roof were,added 
and again in 1915 when the annex, at left, was added 
by M. E. Rice, former manager. The iron railing on 
the porch was added in the latter year to replace the 
former ornate wood columns and railing. An act ap- 
proved by the state legislature March 2, 1837, per- 


mitted the incorporation of the Dixon Hotel company, 
builders, with a capital stock of $20,000. Members, 
of the original corporation were John Achison, James 
Evans, Charles S. Boyd, William C. Bostick, Charles 
Chapman, John iDixon, Smith Gilbraith, James P. 
Dixon, L. S. Huff, John Brown.and Samuel Johnson. 
The hotel's name is p. derivation of the name given to 
John Dixon by the Indians and means "long, white 
hair." 


Among the many old pictures that hang on the 


walls of the lobby of the hotel are the above photos of" 
the building, taken sometime after its first remodeling, 
and of a ticket to the "Nachusa House Hop", inset. 
At the time the above photo of the hotel was taken, 
each bedroom'had its individual heating stove and *a 
bowl and pitcher > as standard equipment. Women 
guests entered the building by means of the stairway 
at right, that led to a private entrance. Hotel em- 
ployes lived hi-a separate building at the rear. There 


were sleeping rooms in the basement and at one time 
guests could have a room and three meals a day for 
$250. To-finance the building of the hotel, the cor- 
poration issued its own money, which at that time was 
recognized as legal tender Two of the bills aie framed 
and hang on the bulletin board 
The ticket shown in 


the inset-is dated Aug 28, 1873, and informs the holder 
that he will dance to the music of Waas and Hoffman's 
orchestra and military band. 


All guests_coming to the Nachusa register at the front desk, which was placed 


in the lobby 35 years ago. Behind it is the key rack on top of which stands a 
miniature of Abraham Lincoln. In the above picture Harold Seagren, clerk, regis- 
ters an in-coming guest 


The largest dining room in this territory is one of the-features of the Hotel Na- 
chusa. At present the room is decorated with a large lighted Christmas tree that 
has been placed between two of the pillars. The dining room has served guests 
for over 100 years. 


'Typical of the old-fashioned things in the hotel 


that have been preserved is the mahogany circular 
staircase, shown in the above photo. 
The stairway 


goes way to the top floor. ' 


Reminiscent of the days when Grand Detour was 


reached by ferry is the old bell which hangs on the 
north end of the front porch. Shown ringing it for the 
12:00 lunch hour is J. P. Lowery, houseman, who 
sounds ths beU *very day at noon and everv evening 


Most famous room in the hotel is the one in which Abraham Lincoln slept 


while a guest. Located on the northeast corner of the second floor, the room, 
shown abo\*e, is furnished with antiques such as were used in the days of the Civil 
War president. Since that time many famous persons, including numerous mu- 
sicians who came t«j make appearances at the Chautauqsa concerts, have stayed 
ia lis room. 


Present manager of the hotel is G. E. McDonald, son-in-law of Mr. Rice, who 


assumed the position three years ago when the older man retired, shown above in 
his first floor apartment. Mr. Rice purchased the hotel in 1914 from a Mrs. Orvis 
and a year later had it remodeled to gi\-e the appearance that it has today. Al- 
though numerous changes have .been made in the building, the lobby and the basic 
structure remain t&e sam*.

The world has been without 


major wars during a mere 6 per 
cent recorded history. This is not 
a very happy comment upon man 
as a civilized animal. Each year 
as we approach Christmas, this 
sobering and discouraging- fact 
must be faced. 


It is indeed difficult to compre- 


hend the why of various national 
behaviours towards each other. It 
is hard to 'understand why the 
countries of the world can not get 
along better with one another. 
Granted that there are often two 
or more sides to every question, 
we can scarcely conclude that the 
argument is settled by having 
millions of persons killed in a 
bitter war—although this has been 
the usual method chosen through- 
out history. 
* * * 


As our methods of disposing 


with each other become more ef- 
fectvie (they have during each 
successive war) the prospects of 
another major conflict during our 
lifetime 
are 
indeed 
terrifying. 


Partly, therefore, from fear, and 
partly from the hope that man's 
intelligence may find some other 
method for settling differences, the 
people of the world have turned 
first to the League of Nations, 
and more recently to the United 
Nations. 


The difficulties experienced by 


both .organizations are familiar to 
all, but it is encouraging to note 
that some aspects of world co- 
operation have been quite suc- 
cessful. 
The Health Section of 


the League of Nations functioned 
effectively from 
1923 until 
it 


turned over its work to the World 
Health Organization of U. N. one 
year ago. It iiad 43 nation mem- 
bers, and performed a great deal 
of important health work, even 
during World War II.

countries requesting 
their 
aid. 


They have continued through vari- 
ous wars, and have recently volun- 
tarily given up their organizations, 
staff, records, and property to the 
new World Health Organization. 


Perhaps it is not too much to 


hope that this exceptional co- 
operation will prove infectious— 
that perhaps some other inter- 
national agencies will follow the, 
example. The Christmas wish most 
fervently desired throughout the 
world is some early sign of lasting 
international friendliness and co- 
operation. It is reassuring to know 
that health organizations are lead- 
ing the way.

A fire alarm system may be just 
what Dixon needs. But with that 
as with everything else there arc 
two sides to the story. Suppose a 
mother and small children, or one 
or two aged persons are at home 
alone.

But it could be a small blaze, 


one that maybe

the frightened children, while 
a 
frantic mother rc:-« or stumbles 
one or two which would be two or 
four, blocks to a fire alarm, and 
the old folks could not even walk 
such a distance. Then, what a 
blessing 
a 
friendly 
telephone 


would be. 


And that is just what the Dixon 


Home Telephone is and will con- 
tinue to be. The telephone com- 
pany has publicly pledged itself to 
maintain a department of public 
safety, which includes a fire alarm 
system and help in any emergncy. 
In a public printed statement the 
company says: 
/ 


Your telephone protects you 


when you are alone. You can call 
the doctor day or night. 


The public, of course pays for 


this service, and in the future may 
be paying more. 


If for the time being, service is 
not up to par, 
such a condition 


can, and will be, adjusted. 
If Dixon needs an alarm system, 


then why not let the people decide 
by a vote, as was done with the 
swimming pool? 
But, as shown 


in this article, such a system 
would not be infallible. 
There 
would still be those who would 


need the protection of the tele- 
phone. 


It was stated that such a system 


should have been started 20 years 
ago. During that 
time of two 
decades 
there 
has been v many \ 


changes in city officials., and be- 
cause of the undisputable progress 
which Dixon has

in that 


time, it would seem that some 
city officials did not allow politics 
to rule them. 


So. why if it is a pressing mat- 


ter, has there not been something 
done about it? It would be inter- 
esting to know how many cities or 
towns the size of Dixon do have 
such a system.

of fire, perhaps 
the youngsters 


could run

seconds, but could they be trusted 
to do the right thing when they 
reached the fire 
alarm.

temptation alarm boxes would be 
to a certain element who just can't 
let others property alone. How 
many of you, reading this, could 
sprint that two or four blocks to 
and from the alarm corner even in 
the daytime, when all was clear 
before you? 
And what about that dark, slip- 


pery nigM when you • might be 
called upon to go? 


Why should the 
operator ask 
"Is there a fire?" when you call 
the fire department. She don't 
ask "Are you sick?" when you-call 
a doctor, If Dixon needs it, let's 
get it, whatever it is.
